There were other pictures. They 
revealed that the Nashville dem- 
onstrators, some of whom pro- 
vided the criminals who dyna- 
mited ‘a $500,000 school to ruins, 
in a typical answer of a mob, 
were neither smiling nor neat. 
Most of them, indeed, were not 
from Nashville. They looked, in 
their posed pictures, as if they 
had been dressed for the part by 
some movie director with extras 
hired to portray a mob. 

The same generalization would 
describe the demonstrators as de- 
picted by photographs taken, in 
Little Rock and Alabama. “~~ 

Looking at them, one-feels pity 
and compassion, knowing them to 
be the pawns of agitators and ig- 
norance. 
that they must not be allowed to 
become the face of the South. 


Law-Abiding 


In both Little Rock and Nash- 
ville, the citizens, white and col- 


ored, went about their business | 


as usual. The stores had white 
and Negro customers. 
moved in the streets. One could 
not assume these peaceable white 
citizens approved of the Supreme 
Court decision. But they are 
American citizens and are law- 
abiding. 

We saw demonstrated that 
mobs of from 500 to 1,000 out of 
a population of several hundred 
thousand have provided the head- 
lines of vidlence. The great body 
. of citizens, whatever their dis- 
content, have lived by law. 

Too often neat and impeccable 
men, occupying high, sound 
ground, withdrawing carefully 
from violence and, indeed, de- 


nouncing it, nonetheless have rea- | 


son to be ill at ease. Their words 
and deeds have pleased the mob. 


The South has suffered an ir- 
reparable blow. 

All the sympathy, all the re- 
spectable attention focused on the 
problem by the Southern Senate 
leadership in the civil rights de- 
bate, now has been blown down 
by the dynamite, the violence and 
the demonstrations of the mobs. 

This Senate leadership succeed- 
ed, to a great extent, in persuad- 
ing the nation their region would 
take a legal approach; that life 
and property and human rights 
were safe. 


The men who mutilated an ad-. 


mittedly innocent Negro in Ala- 
bama merely to impress their 
fellow Klansmen, the dynamiters 
who blew down a $500,000 school 
building when the South needs 
more schools, not less; the dis- 
order and violence of utterance 
in Little Rock—all these have be- 
come the face of the South. 


And yet, the total number of 
those who have demonstrated and 
dynamited, is less than 2,500. 


Truth 


People do not like to be told the 
truth. Too much of the comment 
today is on the narrow basis of 
whether one is ‘‘for or against 
segregation.”” That is not at all 
the basic issue before us. The 
fact is that millions of Southern- 
ers who strongly support segre- 
gation and who would do all that 
is possible to retain it, are not 
willing to tear down the govern- 
ment with violence and anarchy. 
Another truth too often is con- 
cealed from the Southern people, 
who are as decent and law-abid- 
ing as any other. The rest of the 
nation is not sympathetic with, 
and does not approve of, the de- 
fiant and violent positions taken. 

There are yet legal steps to be 
taken. They will be highly techni- 
cal. 


They have begun in Little Rock. 
In Nashville, the local police 
are able to handle the 500-odd 
demonstrators. They have moved 


against the agitator John Kasper, 


_who has been throwing raw meat 
to the mobs. 

In Alabama, Ku Klux Klans- 
men are under arrest. 

When the due processes of law 
are exhausted the decision must 
be accepted as law. As a Civil- 
ized, Christian people we cannot 
live by the rule of dynamite. 

Editors, governors, commenta- 
tors, ministers—all those who 
speak out—will do well to re- 
member the old text: “Be ill at 
ease when your words and deeds 
please the mob.”

Board of Education has quietly 
dropped Mark Twain's “The Ad- 
ventures of Huckeberry Finn” 
from the approved textbook lists 
for the city’s elementary and 
junior high schools. 


The book can still be purchased 
for school libraries, but it can 
no longer be bought for wide 
distribution to pupils as a text- 
book, except in the high schools. 
Even in these _ schools, 
Finn’s days may be numbered. 

“Huckleberry Finn,”’ which 
tells the story of boyhood in 
the Mississippi valley in the 
1840's, has been criticized by 
some Negroes as “racially of- 
fensive.”” A central figure in the 
book, which was written in native 
dialects, is ‘‘Miss Watson’s big 
nigger, named Jim.”

A Transplanted Heart Functioned 
For 2 Hours in Dog, Doctors Told 


CHICAGO, Sept. 11 (P—A team 
of heart researchers, working to- 
ward a goal of replacing diseased 
or inadequate hearts in humans, 
described today how a trans- 
planted heart functioned for near- 
ly two hours in a dog. 

Dr. Edgar F. Berman said the 
experiment demonstrated that 
“the circulation of the body can 
be resumed with a heart trans- 
planted for that purpose.” 

He added that biologists ‘‘seem 
to be on the threshhold of solving’ 
one of the next biggest barriers 
to transplanting organs from one 
person to another. 

That‘ barrier is the tendency of 
the body’s defensive system to at- 
tack and destroy any foreign in- 
vader — whether it be disease 
germs or transplanted tissue. 


The only successful transplants 
that do not trigger this defensive 
reaction are those made between 
idntical twins. 

Berman told doctors attending

two heart transplants in dogs.

They also 
asked that the original integration 
order be dissolved because the 
pupil placement act has divested 
the school board—defendants in 
the case—of the power to enroll 
students.

PLACEMENT LAW 
The pupil placement law requires 
parents to make application for 
any child transferring from one 
school to another or entering 
school for the first time. A three- 
member board in Richmond 
passes on the applications and pu- 
pils then are told which school to 
report to 

Almond, who is resigning Mon- 
day to run for governor on the 
Democratic ticket argued in favor 
of the motion.

Bryan had ruled that racial seg- 
regation was illegal but that appli- 
cants for enrollment must comply

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No Law Condones 


Rule by Violence 


Arrest of the notorious John Kasper 
and 10 Negroes in the Nashville, Tenn., 
school integration crisis should help t6 
restore an atmosphere of reason among 
elements in the community which had 
threatened to get out of hand. 


It is not necessary, of course, to go 
into details about Kasper. He is a pro- 
fessional rabble rouser and demagogue 
who has sought to make capital out of 
the race issue. Like others of his stripe, 
he would perform similarly in other sit- 
ulations which offered opportunity for ex- 
ploitation. 


No reasonable man would listen to 
Kasper. Unfortunately, there are those 
among us who do not understand or do 
not care about the sordid background of 
such a person. 


Dynamiting of that new school in 
Nashville goes beyond the question of 
segregation or desegregation. Responsi- 
ble people in either category will not 
and cannot rationalize such irresponsible 
action. The school dynamiting is lawless 
destruction of public property, action of 
an irresponsible few who always look 
for excuses to express their violent ten- 
dencies in destructive acts. At least five 
persons have been arrested for this crime 
and should be brought to speedy justice. 


Some claim that the action by Gov. 
Faubus of Arkansas in calling out the 
National Guard in the Little Rock crisis 
has encouraged such actions. That may 
be true. He claims it was for the preven- 
tion of such—but the issue which the gov- 
ernor of Arkansas has raised is the old 
fundamental of which is supreme—state 
or federal law. Once again it must be 
resolved as it has had to be time and 
time again. 

‘But violence and mob action is not 
condoned by the laws of any state nor 
those of the nation. If permitted to go 
unchecked, bloodshed and a state of an- 
archy are inevitable in such situations. 
All suffer from the criminal actions of 
a few. 


The crackdown in Nashville by estab- 
lished police thus will be welcomed by 
segregationists and desegregationists 
alike. Putting all personal convictions 
aside on this issue, no one wants mob 
action substituted for law and order. 
Regardless of race, those who endanger 
the lives and property of others must 
pay the legal consequences. 


Lawlessness and violence will not 
solve this problem. They can only make 
it worse for those who are struggling for 
reasonable, sensible solutions. And most 
definitely do they not serve the cause of 
those who would preserve the segregation 
pattern.

Let's Expedite Traffic 
Instead of Choking It 


Realistic approaches toward unravel- 
ing some of the kinks which snarl the 
flow of vehicles on Atlanta streets will 
be presented Tuesday to the traffic and 
transportation commission. 

Traffic Engineer Karl Bevins will ask 
for slightly higher speed limits in some 
areas and for more parking bans. 

Some opposition conceivably might 
arise from increasing speed limits. How- 
ever, Mr. Bevins’ proposals are sensible 
and certainly will not result in turning 
the affected streets into race tracks. He 
merely seeks to raise the limit from 25 
to 30 miles an hour in some zones and 
from 30 to 35 in others. 

The suggested upgrading in speed lim- 
its would conform to driving customs on 
the stretches and would get away from 
the present impractical method of estab- 
lishing speed laws on the basis of an arbi- 
trary distance of areas from Five Points. 

Although the changes in speed regula- 
tions would help, the imposition of park- 
ing bans will accomplish even more. The 
city, if it genuinely wants to expedite the 
flow of traffic, will take action to stop 
the present practice whereby a few 
parked cars close an entire lane to hun- 
dreds and hundreds of moving vehicles. 

Past experience has shown that per- 
mitting part-time parking on streets is 
an abused, unworkable stab at a solution. 
The only way to cope with the issue is 
to meet it head on with an outright, full- 
time parking ban that is rigidly enforced. 
Let’s move traffic instead of choking its 
arteries.

With the Missile Race 


Goes Power Balance 


Secretary of Defense Wilson said 
Tuesday that the United: States could 
perfect the intermediate range 1,500-mile 
ballistic missile in about a year, Note 
the word “intermediate.” 

The Russians claim—and it is not dis- 
puted in Washington—they already have 
the intercontinental ballistic missile, the 
ICBM as it is called. 

The United States, instead of under- 
taking a crash program, is pulling in its 
horns on the missile. There is no indica- 
tion when we will have the interconti- 
nental variety. 

That explains a lot of things which 
apparently have been going on. The Rus- 
sians, after an encouraging ‘beginning, 
abruptly have ended any hope of begin- 
ning disarmament even after repeated 
one-sided concessions by the United 
States. Success of their missile program, 
which will end their fear of massive re- 
taliation, makes disarmament unneces- 
sary. 

The United States is trimming its 
arms spending, its military and foreign 
aid. It is making every overture possible 
to appease the Russians while the major 
concern in this country is over domes- 
tic problems. | 

The Russians, on the other hand, con- 
tinue to build heavy industry and arms 
at the expense of living standards and 
bread. They are pushing the United 
States around, offering aid to one country 
after another—bigger loans at lower in- 
terest rates with no strings attached. They 
still exploit their people at home to gain 
advantages abroad. 

Our response is to pull back while 
the Communists push unerringly to their 
goals. They are making easy gains while 
we show vacillations and uncertainty to 
the world. We still complacently question 
their technological progress where evi- 
dence proves unjustified. 

If the Reds really have the ICBM, the 
balance of military power at least tem- 
porarily is in their hands. With it also 
goes political power. 

That could explain the final collapse 
of the arms talks. It also could mean war 
in the Middle East or almost anywhere 
the Reds choose to suit their purposes. of 
aeeression.

Russell Story 


Is Yet to Be Told 


WASHINGTON—The full story cannot yet be 
told, but Sen. Richard Russell’s influence in get- 
ting the civil rights bill restricted to a voting 


rights bill was for greater than has ever been disclosed. This influ- 
ence extended not only to his colleagues in the Senate but into the 


White House itself. 

This much now can be said 
about Russell’s conference with 
President Eisenhower on July 11, 
just as the Senate began debate 
on the harsh version of the bill 
as it had passed the House. When 
the Georgia senator emerged 
from the White House, he was 
rather noncommital to Northern 
newsmen who surrounded him. 
Some of them reported that Rus- 
sell seemed glum. 


But the senator invited two 
Southern newspapermen to ride 
back to the Capitol with him in 
his ancient sedan. And as we 
pulled away from the White 
House, the solemn-faced Georgian 
heaved a great sigh, smiled a 
little and said to us: “You know, 
I wouldn’t take anything for that 
conference this morning!” 


At Eisenhower's very next press 
conference, the President backed 
away from Section III of the 
bill. GOP Senate leader William 
F. Knowland quickly went along 
thereafter to striking the ‘“‘bayo- 
net rule” force pgovisions from 
the bill and the’ Senate then 
voted to eliminate the section 
which would have permitted fed- 
eral enforcement of civil rights 
other than voting guarantees. 


The jury trial amendment fol- 
lowed in the Senate and then pas- 
sage of the amended bill. But the 
fruits of the Southern victory had 
to “be. preserved when the bill 
went back to the Hotise. 

n the wrangling that followed, 
there were at least two occa- 


sions when Republicans seriously 
threatened to restore the section 
in retaliation for a Southern fili- 
buster that some Dixie members 
of the House were advocating. 
Russell again had to.use powers 
of persuasion and some day that 
story, too, can be told. 


The effectiveness of Russell's 
strategy was in sharp contrast to 
that of Sen. Strom Thurmond, 
who decided, because of pressure 
from back home, to conduct his 
24-hour one-man filibuster. Thur- 
mond may well have assured his 
own reelection to the Senate for 
years to come in the stale of 
South Carolina. But most ob- 
servers here figure that he cut 
his own throat in the Senate, not 
only among his colleagues at 
large from across the nation, ‘but 
with his own Dixie cohorts whom 
he embarrassed with his futile 
show-off tactics. 


Southern newsmen in Washing- 
ton had hoped that as a result of 
the passage of the voting rights 
bill the civil rights issue might 
not be back to plague everyone 
again next year. But the ruckus in 
Little Rock, Ark., may change al! 
that. 

Meanwhile, these Dixie re- 
porters are practically unani- 
mous in one conclusion. That is 
that the Republicans, in their in- 


sistence on passing a civil rights - 


bill for minority votes in Northern 
cities, have destroyed for years 


“A form of government in which 
the supreme power is vested in 
the people and exercised by them 
or by their elected agents under 
a free electorar system.”

Than a Pat Reply

in his first translation of the Bible into English. He took hue fa- 


miliar English words, 


“loving’’ and “kindness,” 


and compounded 


them to make a word which includes both mercy and love. 


I doubt if anywhere in world 
literature there is a better illus- 
tration of lovingkindness than the 
parable of the Good Samaritan. 
One day a lawyer was winging 
questions at Jesus, hoping per- 
haps to show up what he pre- 
sumed to be Jesus’ lack of wis- 
dom. The first question this law- 
yer, a man who was learned and 
wise in the laws of the Torah, 
asked was about eternal life. 


Jesus answered by way of a 
question, asking the lawyer what 
the wisdom of old said was re- 
quired to inherit eternal life. The 
lawyer promptly said the law 
gave a two-fold answer: To love 
God with heart and soul and mind 
and strength and to love one’s 
neighbor as oneself. Jesus com- 
mended that answer. 

The lawyer’s first question con- 
cerned theology but his second 
question related to the practical 
affairs. of daily life: “‘Who is my 
neighbor?” Again Jesus avoided 
a direct answer. Rather He told 
a story. 

I think you may be surprised 
when reading the Gospels to dis- 
cover the many times when Jesus 
did not give a direct answer to 
the questions asked by friend or 
foe. Was He trying to avoid an- 
swering? Was He being evasive? 
No, He was using what is called 
the Socratic method. He was 
helping His hearers to find the 
answers for themselves.

Simple, ready-made answers 
would be easy for Jesus, for He 
knew the answers. But He wanted 
men to seek-with open minds for 
the answers to life’s problems. | 
think that is God’s way. God 
could have given us the answers, 
but He chose rather to give us free 
and far-ranging minds s0 we 
could think His thoughts after 
Him. Through the centuries men 
have been doing just that. 

To the lawyer of old Jesus told 
a story of lovingkindness. It 
dealt with an incident on the dan- 
gerous and winding road, 17 miles 
in length, that led downwards 
from the heights of Jerusalem to 
Jericho. A traveler was beset by 
robbers who stole what he had 
and left him half dead. Along 
came a priest and later a Levite 
but they couldn't care less about 
the poor man’s misfortune. Then 
came a Samaritan who not only 
had compassion but also a will 
to be helpful. He bound up the 
man’s wounds and then took him 
to an inn. 

After telling the parable, Jesus 
again avoids answering directly 
the lawyer’s question. Instead, He 
asked, ‘‘Which now of these three, 
thinkest thou, was neighbour unto 
him that fell among the thieves?” 
And the lawyer, who had asked 
the question by way of justifying 
himself, responded in the only way 
possible, ‘‘He that shewed mercy 
on him” (Luke 10:36-37). 


WASHINGTON—In the crises of our de- 
mocracy, minor and major, there always seems 
to be somebody who will step out to meet the 
challenge. More often than not, the individual who rises to ‘io occa- 
sion is one who would not have seen himself in such a role and one 
whom others perhaps would not think’of in that way. But there he 
stands and the fact itself is a tribute to our democracy. For it happens 


all the time. 

It can be said that the series of 
episodes over public school inte- 
gration in the South is a major 
crisis in our democracy. Here and 
there as sporadic crises develop 
to make the major national cri- 
sis, one figure after another ap- 
pears. 

A year ago in Clinton, Tenn., it 
was a Baptist minister, the Rev. 
Paul Turner, who took several 
Negro children by the hand and 
led them to the high school. Just 
six weeks ago, again at Clinton, 
it was 10 men and two women, 
members of the jury which con- 
demned an outside meddler, Fred- 
erick John Kasper, and four other 
men and a woman and found 
them guilty of conspiracy. 

Clinton went about its school 
opening quietly this year. 

Now the crisis is in adjoining 
Arkansas, in Little Rock. 

There a federal judge was cata- 
pulted suddenly into what per- 
haps will become one of the great 
constitutional battles in our his- 
tory. It was a situation of which 
Judge Ronald N. Davies did not 
dream when he packed his small 
trunk at his home in Fargo, N.D., 
and told his wife and five chil- 
dren goodby as he set off in late 
August for Little Rock. He has 
been assigned there temporarily 
to handle business left by the 
death of a judge for whom a suc- 
cessor has not been named. 

The big issue came, literally 
out of the blue, when he was con- 
fronted with a Southern governor 
who called out state troops to 
keep nine Negroes from going to 
Little Rock’s Central High School 
with 2,000 white boys and girls.

He knows 
when they are stirred up, for he 
has stirred them up often as 
mayor. In his challenge of the 
governor, he exemplified the 
courage he has displayed repeat- 
edly as mayor. He spoke out to 
break the great pall of silence 
that hangs over other Southern 
public officials. 


These two have had careers 
typical of our country. 


Mayor Mann is younger, as his 
first two names would attest. He 
was born in Little Rock in 1916 
toward the end of Woodrow Wil- 
son’s first administration. 


During the war he was in the 
Navy.

And its sister lettuce still sports 
the trappings of last week's 
price and quality. 

California has sent some good 
quality vine-ripened tomatoes 
to tantalize the palate and the 
pocketbook. 


But Georgia’s own home- 
grown sweet potatoes offer a 
colorful long-range addition to 
the family plate. Mrs. Alexan- 
der says they’re best in fall and 
winter — and easy to get — 
but she says “‘handle with care”’ 
the early fall sweet ones. They 
bruise more easily than the lat- 
er crops, do. 


BUY LL QUANTITIES 


Her\ suggestion: Buy the early 
ones in small quantities and use 
them right away .. . don’t plan 
to stuff a whole sack full under 
the kitchen sink for much later 
use. 
And all those wonderful 
GREENS — collard, turnip, 
mustard — are peeking through 
the last crops of summer at the 
local markets. 

So much for vegetables. The 
fruits are tasty, abundant and 
priced right, too. 

It’s a peak time for Bartlett 
pears. And it’s hard to choose 
between them and grapes 
(Tokays, Concords, Thompson 
seedless) which display attrac- 
tive prices and variety. 


MELON PRIZE 


The honeydew—jumbo type— 
gets the melon prize this week. 
Plentiful avocados are priced 
right, too, not to mention Ital- 
ian prunes (plums) which are 
tumbling into the area now. 

And apples, good as they are 
now, still haven’t reached their 
peak. The citrus family—grape- 
fruits and oranges—is begin- 
ning to appear on the fruit 
counters. 

As for the body building 
foods, poultry and eggs, with 
accent on turkeys, are the best 
protein sources to eat this 
week. Abundant turkeys show 
a low price . . . storage stocks 
have more than doubled last 
year’s supply. 

FRYERS, BROILERS 
But fryers and broilers are 
a close second—they

shopper’s money. Baking hens,

too, are showing bargain prices 
in many markets. 


The meat market hasn’t 
changed much since last week. 
Baby beef in all cuts is the best 


buy if poultry won't do. The 
outlook for pork probably will 
improve in the next few weeks 
... the prices are slated to fol- 
low their usual fall decline. Ba- 
con is still high-priced but pork 
Sausage ought to go deliciously 
with the breakfast eggs. 

And the smart shopper will 
take a close look at the egg 
size in relation to price.

That’s all the vice president was quoted on and in context 
it might sound more sensible. But offhand it sounds like another 
one of those nostrums that are offered glibly by just about any- 
body who ever opens his mouth on the subject. 


Physical fitness is fine. I suppose. (I noted with some amuse- 
ment that delegates to the President’s Citizens Advisory Com- 
mittee on the Fitness of American Youth seemed unable to define 
physical fitness, much less prescribe anything for achieving it 
beyond more conferences between more people. And of course, 
there was the inevitable suggestion that “local and state govern- 
ments carry the load.) But assuming that physical fitness 
means good health, strength and a certain amount of stamina, 
who’s to say these qualities are necessarily accompanied by moral 
principles and direction? 


I wonder if Vice President Nixon doesn’t remember the fetish 
the Germans made of physical fitness just before World War II? 
I can still see in my mind the newsreel pictures of the superbly 
fit German youth . . . marching, singing, hiking, swimming, pole 
vaulting. They were strong, all right, physically. And their very 
strength was turned into international bloodshed and tragedy. 

Physical fitness is desirable, of course, but of itself it is not 
enough. I can't believe anybody ever committed a robbery, a 
burglary, a murder or even a choice selection of acts of vandal- 
ism because he was tired, his feet hurt, or he had a headcold. 
It takes a certain amount of stamina and animal spirits to get 
into trouble. é 

There was a time in our not-too-ancient history when the 
government took an interest in the health of its idle, trouble- 
headed young people and accomplished wonders. That was during 
the dark days of the depression when so many boys were out of 
school and out of work, walking the streets, listlessly, wearily, 
looking for jobs and, failing to find them, getting into trouble. 
(Some of my old schoolmates in south Alabama solved their prob- 
lems of unemployment by getting jobs making what we then 
called “‘shinny” in the river swamp.) The Roosevelt administra- 
tion came along with its various alphabet programs and one of 
these—the Civilian Conservation Corps—concerned itself effective- 
ly with the health and well-being of young men. 


I'll never forget the pride of some of my neighbors when their 
son made his first trip to the dentist—‘‘at the CCC.”” He went in 
the corps a thin-chested, anemic, hang-dog boy with bad teeth, 
weak eyes and no training at any kind of lawful work. He came 
out sun-tanned, robust, with fillings in his teeth, glasses for his 
eyes, <allouses on his hands and a staunch pride of achievement 
in the forests he had planted, the roads and bridges he had built, 
the fires he had fought. 


Far be it from me to suggest that a new CCC program is the 
answer to juvenile delinquency. ‘(I'm one of that very small minor- 
ity of citizens who doesn’t know what causes young folks to get 
into trouble.) But I'd hate to catch us clinging to the idiot hope 
that calisthenics, any more than parks and playgrounds, guarantee 
a clean-living, church-going, law-abiding citizenry.

He did not come 
to make a display of Himself or 
of His power. He sought to win 
the hearts of men by clear and 
kind teaching and by His gentle 
manner. 

There were occasions, however, 
when He was asked point blank 
as to His identity; and those who 
heard His answer were not con- 
fused as to His meaning. For ex- 
ample, we read in John 5:18 that 
some sought to kill Him, because 
He “Said also that God was his 
father, making himself equal with 
God.”” On another occasion He de- 
clared, “I and my Father are 
one’’, with the result that some 
sought to kill him saying, “For a 
good work we stone Thee not; 
but for blasphemy; and because 
that Thou being a man makest 
thyself God.” (John 10:30-33). 

After our Lord’s resurrection, 
He was greeted by the hitherto 
unbelieving Thomas, ‘‘My Lord 
and my God” (John 20-28); and 
our Lord received that adoration. 
In his first letter to Timothy, Paul 
summarizes the matter very suc- 
cinctly, saying, “Great is the 
mystery of godliness, God was 
manifest in the flesh.”
